BRITISH NOTE EMPHASIZES 
BUDGETARY LIMIT ON ARMS 


Communication to League Gives Details of 
Expenditure by London Government on 
Army, Navy and Aviation. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Aug. 22. — Disarma- 


ment by limitation of budgetary 
expenditures for military purposes 
was stressed in a note from the 
British Government to the League 
of Nations, published today as a 
preliminary to the 1932 disarma- 
ment conference. The official sum- 


mary calls attention to the limita- 
tion of the memorandum to facts 
and figures and says “unlike the 
recent memorandum of the French 
Government it contains no discus- 
sion of policy.” 

The summary notes that nearly 
half of the memorandum has been 
devoted to financial phases of mil- 
itary matters and says “the detail 
and care with which these finan- 
cial returns have been. compiled 
shows the importance which his 
majesty’s Government in the Unit- 


ed Kingdom attaches to the prin- 


ciple of budgetary control as an 
instrument of disarmament.” 

The memorandum is in five sec- 
tions and was sent to Geneva in 
answer to a recent resolution of 


the Council of the League of Na- 
tions asking for returns on the mil- 
itary, naval and air forces of in- 
terested nations. 

The French memorandum, made 
public nearly a month ago, stressed 
the thesis that further disarma- 
ment was unfeasible without po- 
litical moves. 

The first section of the British 
note relates to the personnel of 
military forces; the second to ma- 
terials; the third to naval arma- 
ments; the fourth to air forces, 
with a footnote that the dirigible 
R-100 is not only for military pur- 
poses but for experimenting in ci- 
vilian flight; 
financial phases of military works. 

The last section lists the total 
naval, military and air expendi- 
ture at $540,000,000, of which al- 
most $250,000,000 relates to naval 
expenditure, 

The figures are given in great 
detail, the summary says, so as to 
make it possible for the man in 
the street as well as the expert to 
know the exact manner in which 
the naval, military and air budgets 
of Great Britain are expended.

KILLED BY NEGRO 


Robbery of Six Youths in 
East St. Louis. 


OFFICER EMPTIES 
PISTOL AS HE FALLS 


Slayer and Companion Had 
Obtained Only $2.90 and 
Were Threateaing Young 
Men. 


Elbert P. Mankin, detective for 
the Terminal Railroad Association 
and the father of four children, 
was shot to death by one of two 
Negroes he interrupted in a holdup 
at Valley Junction on the south- 
eastern edge of East St. Louis, at 
9 o’clock last night. 

He was shot once in the chest, 
near the heart, as he walked up 
to the.scene of the robbery, appa- 
rently without realizing a crime 
was being committed there. Mor- 
tally wounded, he emptied his re- 
volver at the holdup men as they 


fled down the railroad tracks. He 
died before he could be taken to 
a hospital. 


Victims of the holdup were six

At Valley “~unction they had a 
flat tire.

Fron the six they 
obtained only $2.10 and two in- 
expensive watches. 

“They got mighty sore about not 
getting more money from us,’”’ Ray 
Blankenship, 17 years old, one of 
the youths, told a reporter. “They 
were still cursing us when they 
caught sight of an automobile com- 
ing down a cross road. 

“They herded us into the weeds 
beside the road and made us lie 
flat on our faces, but the machine 
didn’t pass our spot and they began 
cursing us again. Finally one of 
them said: ‘Let’s kill all of them 
and beat it.’ 

“The other fellow was squatting 
riear me with the muzzle of his pis- 
tol against the back of my head. 
‘All right,’ he said, ‘I'll take this 
fellow,’ and he nudged me in the 
head with the automatic. 

Victim Unable to Speak. 

“Just then I heard someone com* 
ing up. One of the Negroes yelled 
out, ‘Halt, there, buddie.’ The man 
who came up switched on his flash- 
light ang one of the Negroes fired. 
The man—lI learned later it was the 
detective—dropped his flashlight. 

‘He fired five or six shots as the 
Negroes ran away. After the shoot- 
ing was over I got up and went over 
to him. He had fallen to his knees 
and he was holding his hands to 
his chest. 

“ ‘Did they get you?’ I asked, but 
he just groaned and fell over on 
his face in the road. I guess he 
must have died right there.”’ 

Later it was learned that Man- 
kin had gone to the junction in his 
automobile to meet another rail- 
road detective who was making his 
inspection i. the yards there. Ap- 
parently. Mankin was sitting in his 
car with the lights out, waiting for 
his riding partner, when he noticed 
the group in chargo of the Negroes 
and left his car to investigate. From 
the fact that he did not approach 
the holdup scene more cautiously 
his associates reason that he prob- 
ably did not realize he wa; inter- 
rupting a crime. 

The young men held up. by the 
Negroes besides Ray Blankenship, 
were his brother, Ollie, 15, 1938 
Piggott.avenue; William B. House, 
21, 311A South Eighth street; Ber- 
nard Call, 21, 1936 Central avenue;

Mankin, 42 years old, is survived 
by a widow and four children, who 
have been visiting relatives in Ten- 
nessee.

Many Cling to Roofs. 


By the Associated Press. 
HANKOW, Aug. 22 — The 


Yangtze River flood has developed 
into one of the greatest disasters 
of modern times. 

Uncounted thousands have 
drowned, scores have died of ty- 
phoid and dysentery, and medical 


authorities warn of serious’ epi- 
demics as the waters recede. 
In the cities of Hankow, Wu- 


cHang and Hanyang 400,000 refu- 
gees have bcen counted. 


Touring the native section of 
Hankow in a boat, an Associated 
Press co-- spondent today saw 
thousands of one-story buildings 
submerged under water that coyv- 
ers the district from 10 to 15 feet 
deep. Larger buildings, including 
part of the plant of the Standard 
Oil Co. of New York, tumbled each 
hour as waters undermined foun- 
dations. 

Over Hankow many thousands 
of refugees sat on roof tops with 
2a shred of cloth overhead, scant 
protection against the boiling rays 
of the sun with temperatures ap- 
proaching 100 degrees Fahrenheit 
daily. 

Many had been removed to safer 
places by soldiers but other thou- 
sands refused *o move, convinced 
that Hankow was doomed and re- 


fusing to help themselve. or be 
helped. 
Authorities agreed they .-ere un- 


able to cope with the needs for re- 
lief. Chambers of Commerce and 
benevolent societies supplied small 
amounts of food, while employes 
of the Waterworks went about in 
boats serving roof sitters and pre- 
venting them from drinking filthy 
flood water. 

However, these services merely 
touched the fringe of the problem. 
The cities of this district had less 
than three weeks’ supply of cereals, 
little meat and no ~ 2getables when 
the flood broke. An authoritative 
survey showed danger of famine 
growing daily. Nothing had been 
done toward feeding the principal 
part of the multitude of hungry. 


U. S. NAVY READY 
FOR RELIEF WORK

SHANGHAI, Aug. 22.—The Unit- 
ed States Asiatic fleet mobilized to- 
day for emergency work in the 
flood-stricken areas along the 
Yangtze River.

The attorney said the letters 
were written by young Rosenthal.

Rosenthal disappeared Aug. 11, 
soon after his mother, Mrs. Nellie 
K. Rosenthal, widow of a wealthy 
New York real estate broker, had 
bought him a seat on the Curb Ex- 
change at a price reported to be 
about $500,000. 

Rosenthal’s sister, Babette, at 
the Rosenthals’ home in Lawrence, 
Long Island, insisted the whole af- 
fair was “ridiculous,” and that her 
brother was not kidnaped at all. 
She refused to say where she 
thinks her brother is, although she 
insisted he was safe.

WIND SHIFTS. FOREST 
FIRE DANGER AVERTED 


Three Idaho Towns Saved, at 
Least Temporarily — Plight 
of Refugees Serious. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOISE, Idaho, Aug. 22. — The 
towns of Garden Valley, Centerville 
and Placerville in the forest fire 
zone north of here were saved, 
temporarily, at least, by shifting 
winds. 

The fire that burned two other 
mining villages, Quartzburg and 
Granite Creek, Thursday, was 
fought off the edge of Placerville 
for eight hours last night until the 
wind turned the flames northeast 
of the town and gave the fire fight- 
ers respite. 

Sweeping away from Placerville, 
the flames were carried toward 
Garden Valley. However, within 
three miles of Garden Valley the 
wind turned again and began blow- 
ing from the north. 

On those lines the fire was held 
as daylight came today after the 
cool hours of the night had quieted 
the flames. 


The telephone operator at Placer- | 
ville said residents, all of whom | 
have moved their belongings out) 


of the town, were optimistic the 
place would be saved. Two times 
the fire advanced to the edge of 
town so that the buildings had to 
be wet down to keep them from 
burning. But in those two trips the 
fire burned off most of the tim- 
ber so that new attacks from the 
one side are unlikely. However, 
light timber grows down to the 
outskirts of the town on three sides. 

Meanwhile the plight of the refu- 
gees was becoming more serious. 
Three hundred persons have been 
driven from their homes and many 
of them have bgen robbed of em- 
ployment by destruction of the Gold 
Hill and Idawa mine in Quartz- 
burg. Red Cross officials and the 
Idaho National Guard have fur- 
nished food, some clothing, and 
bedding and tents, but cold nights 
of the high mountain valley are be- 
coming a menace. 

A baby was born in the refugee 
camp. The mother and father, Mr. 
and Mrs. Francis Willey, had fled 
from Placerville with the flames at 
their heels only a few hours befgre 
the youngster came. 

The town of Centerville passed 
through its third night girdled by 
flames but was reported this morn- 
ing as still intact and its defenders 
hopeful it would weather the con- 
flagration. 

The 35 families in Garden Valley 
were packed ready for flight if the 
wind should change again and send 
the flames on them. 


BUILDING GAIN IN 338 CITIES 


Increase in Jdly, Although Usual 
Trend Is Downward, 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—An 
increase of 5.9 per cent over June 
in the estimated cost of buildings 
for which permits were issued in 
338 cities in July is noted by the 
Labor Department. The usual 
trend during the two months, the 
re-ort adds, is downward. Esti- 
mated cost of total construction in 
July was $110,914,195, as compared 
with the June total of $104,721,286. 
Residential buildings declined 
from $41,389,081 in June, 1931, to 
$34,148,122, while nonresidential 
Luildings increased from $45,169,- 
236 to $58,178,152. Permits issued 
in 289 cities in July this year, how- 
ever, were 34.3 per cent below the 
total construction costs for July 
1930.

time. They were strewn over Gravois road, red with 
the blood of the murdered young traffic officer, and, 
capping it all, Sheriff Willmann’s office was in pos- 
session of a piece of material evidence that shrieked 
the identity of the criminals. 

The murder of Constable Neu occurred on the 
night of the day following the robbery of a mail 
truck at Fourth and Locust. The officer haa over- 
taken two cars speeding east on Gravois and stopped 
the second car, in which there were four or five men. 
There was nobody, except the driver, in the first 
car. Constable ‘Neu was approaching the standing car 
when someone in that car shot the officer twice, 
both bullets entering the shoulder. Meantime, the 
driver of the first car had backed his car to the 
second car and, leaping out, thrust his gun into the 
face of the fallen officer and shot him to death. Then 
they all climbed into the first car and roared away. 
The brutal ferocity. of the mfiirder was shocking, 
committed, seemingly, for the sheer lust of killing. 
Speculation did not immediately associate the 
murder with the mail robbery, but evengs, moving 
fast, removed the continuity of the two crimes from 
the realm of deduction and fixed the sequence in 
the perverted logic of criminal reasoning. 

The mail robbers, on April 2, had used a Cadillac 
car, as the driver of the mail truck observed; he 
also noted the number of the license plate. The 
second car, abandoned by the murderers of Constable 
Neu on the night of April 3, was a Cadillac. It 
bore no license plates, but it fitted the description of 
the car used in the mail robbery. It was identified 
next day by its owner as a car stolen a week earlier. 
On April 19, postoffice inspectors, through infor- 
mation from a broker detected in trying to sell some 
of the bonds stolen in the mail robbery, raided 
the home of “Whitey” Doering, an Egan gangster, 
where they found a great part of the loot. Other 
Egan gangsters were arrested, but there was no evi- 
dence against any of them except Doering and a 
“pal” who was caught with him in the raid. 

But the evidence necessary to show that the mail 
robbers had murdered Constable Neu was founda 
early in May, & month or so after the murder. It 
was the license plate borne by the mail robbery 
Cadillac and missing from the murder Cadillac. That 
license plate was found by a bather in the Meramec. 
It was picked up near the bridge which carries the 
Gravois road across the river at Fenton, about nine 
miles west of the scene of the murder. The plate 
was turned into the Sheriff's office by a deputy with 
a detailed report, including the fact, ascertained from 
the St. Louis police, that it was the plate carried by 
the mail robbery car.

A Defense of France. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N your recent editorial, entitled “A 


Modern Miracle,” you severely criticise 
France for demanding from Germaay 
payment of reparation debts. Why you 
should criticise France and not America 
is a wonder to me.

America lent only money, and her in- 
dustry, her commerce, her mines, re- 
mained intact—and she made a fabulous 
profit during the war; whereas France, 
fighting not only for her life but for the 
civilization of the world, had her com- 
merce disrupted, her factories razed and 
her mines flooded by Germany, which 
sought to annihilate her economically. 

Isn't France justified in claiming pay- 
ments for such destruction and damage? 
Wouldn't America demand, if she were 
in the position of France, exactly what 
France demands? Most certainly she 
would. But of course, America was not 
hurt, America did not suffer and, there- 
fore, she does not understand France. 

France is not that selfish nation which 
you delight in describing; she has shown 
her former foes greater generosity than 
America ever did. On various occasions, 
since 1924, she lent Germany, Austria 
and other former enemies hundreds of 
millions of dollars and she never broad- 
cast this news to the whole world as 
America did when President Hoover pro- 
posed his now famous moratorium. 

No. France is a generous, righteons 
and peace-loving nation.

The murder of Deputy Constable Edward P. Neu . , 
on the Gravois road on the night of April 3, 1923,| stolen in the mail robbery had been recovered. And

This evidence against the murderers of Constable

Renard, as a Government witness in the mai 
robbery trial, told how on the night following the 
robbery he had driven two members of the gang, Roy 
Tipton and “Dizzy” Daniels, to the home of Max 
Simonson, an ex-convict and a fence, known to the 
police as “Maxie the Tailor,” at Fenton, where the 
stolen securities and the Cadillac car used in the mail 
robbery had been left. They left Simonson’s, he 
(Renard) alone in his car, leading the way, the 
others following in the robber Cadillac. The gang 
wanted a safer place than Simonson’s for the loot 
and they wanted badly to get rid of the robber car.

They have said, and still say, that the first of the 
two speeding cars stopped when Constable Neu 
stopped the Cadillac, that the driver of the first 
backed to the Cadillac, fired the shot that killed the 
officer and they all made their escape in the first 
car. .

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KEEPING TRAFFIC TO THE RIGHT. 

Teaching auto drivers to keep to the right, which 
the police motor cycle squad just now is trying to 
do, will speed traffic movement and reduce accidents 
if the motorists learn their lesson.- A few warnings 
should be enough to remind the slow driver who 
crawls along in the middle of the street that the 
lane nearest the curb is the place for him. Traffic 
laggards who hog the center of the thoroughfare 
cause many delays and accidents for other drivers. 
If other drivers seek to pass on the left, they may 
find another car heading toward them, or they may 
be arrested for crossing the white line that divides 
the street. Passing on the right is a traffic viola- 
tion, and may result in sideswiping or a rear-end 
collision. The dangerous in-and-out driver, whe 
zigzags around «slower cars, will disappear if this 
campaign is effective. On drivers of trucks and 
busses, the lesson needs particularly to be impressed. 
When their bulky vehicles trundle along the middle 
of the street, as so many of them do, traffic crawls 
behind them for blocks. Traffic will get somewhere, 
and with safety, when cars in the inner lanes travel 
at the 30-mile speed limit and slower vehicles keep 
to the right. 


THOSE “UNITED STATES” BANKS. 

Among recent bank failures was that of the United 
States National Bank, of Los Angeles. This deposi- 
tory, which maintained eight branches in the city 
of Los Angeles, had resources of more than $13,- 
000,000 and was capitalized at $1,000,000. AN the 
warning patrons had—which was no warning at all 
—was a notice in the window one morning saying: 
“Closed by order of the Board of Directors. The 
national bank examiner has taken charge.” As in 
the case of the Bank of United States, whose 
scandal still rocks New York City, many patrons 
of the Los Angeles bank deposited their savings 
with it largely because of its name. Untrained in 
the details of the American banking sysfem, they 
felt their deposits safe because the bank’s name gave 
the impression it was a Government institution and 
hence as strong as the Government. Such cases em- 
phasize need of the law recently passed by Congress 
forbidding the practice.

Only a limited number of citizens can use city’s recreational facilities, due to inade- 
quacy; recent contest shows smaller centers surpass St. Louis by far in accomplish- 
ments; conditions of machine age require broader scope for play; more money and 
co-ordinated planning needed here to enhance welfare of people in this field. 


recreation program in St. Louis, cities 

of less population and wealth, but larger 
spirit of accomplishment, far surpass us in 
the matter of planning and the increasing 
of play facilities to meet community needs, 
while at the same time making beautiful 
the surroundings of play. Vision, planning 
and accomplishment are three things neces- 
sary to broadening the scope of recreation 
services to meet the requirements of a met- 
ropolitan area of the size and importance 
of St. Louis. A fourth necessary ingredient 
is money in sufficient quantity to make the 
enlarged program possible. 

In any contest of national proportions 
looking to the selecting of the community 
which is forging ahead in the matter of 
play facilities and service, St. Louis is not 
in the running. While other cities are ris- 
ing to the demand of the times and en- 
deavoring to fit a program to the need of 
their fields, we of St. Louls are forced to 
make the program fit an inadequate pocket- 
book. Hence, recreation here lags and the 
community is denied its right to play and 
recreate in the open, save in a limited way 
that can meet the need of only a limited 
number of our citizens. 

Such a contest was recently staged by the 
American City, a national magazine devoted 
to municipal affairs. The judging was 
based on statements of plans and accom- 
plishments in various cities submitted by 
superintendents of recreation on “The 
playground idea carried out in 1930.” L. 
H. Weir, an official of the National Recrea- 
tion Association, selected from the entries 
the two most outstanding cities where vi- 
sion and achievement had produced the 
most ideal in playground programs. 

Among the cities of 50,000 population 
and over, Reading, Pa. was selected for 
“presenting the most outstanding and far- 
reaching ‘idea’ in that it represents gen- 
era] advancement in planning, increasing

facilities, broadening the scope of recrea- 


tion services and securing very effective co- 
operation among public and private agen- 
cies.” 

The other “first” city chosen was Laurel, 
Miss., in the class of cities under 50,000, 
selected “for its idea of combining beauty 
with facilities for active recreation in all 
its park and recreation areas.” This thriv- 
ing little Dixie city of 18,000 inhabitants 
has 12 recreation areas serving different 
sections of the city as a whole. In all the 
areas, the national beauty of topography 
and plant life is preserved, and enhanced 
wherever possible by the skill of the land- 
scape artist. At the same time, full pro- 
vision is made for suitable recreation for 
children, youth and aduits. 

Several other cities, East and West, North 
and South, both larger and smaller than the 
ones named, won honorable mention for 
playground ideas carried out and put into 
practical use. Mr. Weir, in announcing the 
selections in the American City, says: 

“Few, if any, of our cities are yet ade- 
quately planned or equipped with the neces- 
sary play and recreation facilities, or have 
broadened their programs sufficiently or 
developed the teamwork among the several 
public and private agencies to grapple ade- 
quately with the ever-increasing demands 
of the new leisure arising out of a’machine 


The Park and Playground Association of 
St. Louis has advocated over and over again 
the setting up of a program of recreation to 
meet the need of our rapidly expanding 
metropolitan area, to include proper plan- 
ning, the increase of play space and faciil- 
ties, adequate equipment, trained leadership 
and ai unified administration. Realized, 
this program would bring St. Louis to the 
forefront among cities of larger popula- 
tions in recreation achievement, and, best 
of all, contribute to the happiness and wel- 
ware of all the people.

CHILEAN TARIFF INCREASES 


Government Wants More Revenue 
and Added Protection, 


SANTIAGO, Chile, Aug. 22.—The 
Government yesterday sent to Con- 
gress a bill increasing many tariff 
duties. Rates now in effect have 
failed to provide the expected reve- 
nue and national industries need 
further protection, the Government 
announced. 

The rate on gasoline imported in 
tankships is doubled in the bill and 
on gasoline in drums is increased 
65 per cent.

Upholds Construction éf 
Schedules but Suggests 
Change in Computation 
of Air Line Distances. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22. — The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
today dismissed a group of com- 
plaints against rates charged by 
the Railway Express Agency. 

One of the complaints, filed by 
the New York Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation, was against the method 
used by the:express company in 
computing rates according to dis- 
tance. 

The Omaha Chamber of Com- 
merce Traffic Bureau protested 
against rates between Greater Oma- 
ha and points in Iowa, Nebraska 
and Kansas. 

The Railroad Commissions of 
Minnesota, Nebraska, South Dako- 
ta, North Carolina and Mississippi 
and the Philadelphia and Lincoln 
(Neb.) Chambers of Commerce in- 
tervened in the cases. 

The commission held the rates 
were properly constructed although 
certain modifications might be 
‘made. 

For the purpose of making ex- 
press rates the entire country is 
divided into blocks. These are di- 
vided into sub-blocks. 

The New York shippers com- 
plained the express company in 
computing air line distances was 
taking diagonal measurements 
across the blocks instead of straight 
lines and that this resulted in 
higher rates (pan contemplated in 
the commission's orders in 1924. 

The commission held the express 
company had discretion subject to 
commission supervision to make 
exceptions wherever appropriate, 
but in dismissing the cases it sug- 
gested to the express company that 
it make its measurements of sub- 
blocks in a straight line and not 
diagonally without regard to the 
course of the rail route.

OR BANKRUPTCY, 
SAYS GOV. LONG 


That Price Must Be Estab- 
lished in Three Weeks, 
Louisiana Executive De- 
clares in Statement.

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 22.— 


Twenty-cent cotton must prevail in 
the South in three weeks or bank- 
ruptcy will result to farmers and 
business, Gov. Long said in a state- 
ment toady which he issued as 
chairman of the steering commit- 
tee of the New Orleans cotton 
conference. 

“If the cotton growing states will 
act at ance by absolutely prohibit- 
ing the planting of cotton for 1932 
as recommended by the cotton con- 


ference held in New Orleans yes- 
terday,” the Gevernor said, “the 
farmers will get the benefit of the 
best price for the biggest crop they 
have ever raised. If they will not 
do this, then we have nothing but 
calamity for the cotton farmer. 
“Taw as Good as Passed.”’ 

“Louisiana can be counted on as 
having as good as passed the law 
already. Prior to the adoption of 
the plan, a large majority of the 
members of the Louisiana House 
and Senate voluntarily indorsed the 
plan, and I am prepared to call the 
Legislature together within a few 
hours after the bill is written and 
looked over, and within four days 
secure the enactment of legislation 
prohibiting the planting of cotton 
in Louisiana for the year 1932, pro- 
vided similar action is to be taken 
na sufficient number of other 
states. 

“Any amendment or modifica- 
tion of the plan will be fatal. It 
must be an entire 100 per cent pro- 
hibition against cotton planting for 
1932 or nothing. ... I1 urge every 
county in the cotton growing states 
to immediately hold meetings and 
call upon their legislators and their 
Governors to adopt this plan... . 
It is up to the Governors and legis- 
lators of the South whether we 
shall have 20-cent cotton in three 
weeks or bankruptcy.” 

How Governors Stand. 

The conference yesterday of 
Governors, their representatives 
and representatives of the cotton 
industry named the Louisiana Gov- 
ernor chairman of a committee to 
promote the cotton prohibition plan 
-nd authorized him to appoint oth- 
er members. The committee will 
urge legislative action.

Purchase of 8,000,000 Bales Would

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Chair- 
man Stone of the Farm Board said 
today the board favored “any 
sound, workable plan” of adjust- 
ing cotton production to consump- 
tion and reducing the surplus.

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All But 11-Localities of Concentrated Popula-’ 
tion, 150 Persons to Square Mile, 
Are Announced.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The 
95 nuclei of this country’s popula- 
tion, the “metropolitan areas” 
formed by the Census Bureau and 
Chambers of Commerce, will be 
completed next week. Eighty-four 
already have been announced by 
local Chambers of Commerce. The 
remaining 11 will be sent speedily 
from Washington for such an- 
nouncement, Census Director Steu- 
art said yesterday. 

Concentrating all areas about 
large cities with a population den- 
sity of 150 persons per square mile, 
the “metropolitan areas” map has 
amalgamated some hitherto rival 
cities, and has compelled them to 
share hyphenated honors. For in- 
stance, New York-Northern New 
Jersey becomes one vast metro- 
politan area and, alphabetically, 
an Oaklahd-San Francisco area 
comes into being. 

“Our purpose is to picture the 
concentrated population, and not 
to include farm area interspersed 
with villages,” explained C. E, 
Batschelet, census geographer. 
“We have segregated all popula- 
tion centers of 100,000 or more, 
having as a nucteus a city of 50,- 
000 or more. 

“The 150 persons per square mile 
rule makes such areas self-limit- 
ing. As soon as the population 
falls, the city ends. Where areas 
of.such density overlap, they have 
to be considered all one area. If 
two cities of more than 100,000

population are included, the area 
takes the name of both, hyphenat- 
ed and listed alphabetically. If a 
very large city thus takes in much 
smaller cities, the area takes the 
name of the large city.” 

Los Angeles, Philadelphia and 
Detroit he named as three cities so 
outstanding as to give their names 
to tue entire area about them, 
though Pontiac, Mich., made some 
demur about being lumped with 
Detroit. Oakland, Cal., also ob- 
jected to being merged with San 
Francisco, but when it was pointed 
out she would be ranked as co- 
equal, all was serene again.

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DETAILS OF TRADE 
OF U.S. WHEAT FOR 
BRAZILIAN COFFEE 


25,000,000 Bushels of 
Farm Board Grain Ex- 
changed for 1,050,000 
Bags at Current Prices. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 23. 


Through the action of the Farm 
Board, the United States Govern- 
ment yesterday cgreed to ex- 
change 25,000,000 bushels .of 
wheat held by the Board's Grain 
Stabilization Corporation, to the 
Brazilian Government for 1,060,- 
000 bags of coffee. 

The trade was based on the cur- 
rent market prices of the commod- 
ities, or about 60 cents a bushel 
for the wheat and 8% cents a 


pound for the coffee. 

None of the coffee is. to be dis- 
posed of until the fall of 1932, and 
then in monthly allotments of 62,- 
500 bags to avoid unfavorable ef- 
fect to the coffee trade. A bag 
averages 132 pounds. 

The agreement was signed at the 
Brazilian Embassy by Ambassador 
de Lima of Brazil. George 8. Mil- 
nor, president of the Stabilization 
Corporation, previously had affixed 
his signature. 

Ready to Deal With China. 

Negotiations had been under 
way for several months, as both 
countries had hoped that through 
the disposal of a portion of their 
surplus commodities, prices to their 
respective growers might be im- 
proved . 

Announcement of the agreement 
was made almost simultaneously 
with one by President Hoover that 
the amount of wheat that might be 
sold by the board to the Chinese 
Government for flood relief was 
unlimited. The Nationalist Govern- 
ment had inquired if it might pur- 
chase on long-term credit 15,000,- 
000 of the 200,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, held by the Stabilization 
Corporation in an effort to uphold 
prices of the grain. 

Although the Farm Board pre- 
viously had authorized the dis- 
posal of 35,000,000 bushels of. 
wheat in foreign markets, the Bra- 
zilian trade was the first of its 
kind. 

Chairman Stone pointed out that 
Brazil normally imports little 
wheat from the United States, but 
that this transaction would tend to 
{ ther develop a North American 

grain mcrket in that South Ameri- 
can country. 

Details of the Exchange. 

For many years the Brazilian 
Government has sought to aid its 
principal crop by purchasing coffee 
for stabilization purposes. It went 
s0 far once to dump some coffee 
in the Atlantic Ocean and later to 
na a a tax on over-production. 

Inder the exchange agreement, 
Brazil is to turn over to the Bush 
Terminal Co. of New York an addi- 
tional 225,000 bags of coffee for 
grading, handling and storing the 
coffee without expense to the Grain 
Stabilization Corporation. On the 
other hand, the stabilizing corpora- 
tion is to lay the wheat down at 
Atlantic seaports f. o. b., the Bra- 
zilian Government to bear all im- 
portation charges. 

The coffee is

Brazil has provided the United 
States with 65 to 70 per cent of its 
coffee for years, and last year sold 
to consumers in this country 1,- 
728,569,297 pounds valued at $192,- 
819,638. Last year 2,037,000 bush- 
els of American wheat were sold 
to Brazil consumers.

STATE TRUCK AND BUS MEN 
PROTEST AGAINST NEW RULES 


Both Groups Oppose Eight-Hour 
Work Limit in Hearing at 
Jefferson City. 

By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 22. — 
Truck and bus operators of Mis- 
souri gave their views,yesterday to 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion on the new regulatory meas- 
ures to be established Sept. 14. 
More than 200 operators gathered 
in the hall of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

Chief discussion wus on the pro- 
posed rules placing a 30-mile-an- 
hour limit on trucks, and the pro- 
vision that bus and, truck drivers 
must not work more than eight 
hours a day.

Both bus and 
truck operators objected to the 
eight-hour rule, insisting it would 
require two shifts of drivers on 
some of the long hauls in this state.

Its onset appears to be prompted 
by insomnia, worry, improper diet 
and dissipations. 

Glaucoma requires immediate 
expert medical attention, for fail- 
ure to correct this condition may 
lead to partial or complete destruc- 
tion of the sensitive tissue of the 
eye (the retina). 

Most of the early symptoms of 
glaucoma are subjective. Only the 
sufferer knows whether he sees 
clearly or not, or if and how badly 
his head aches. 

When, therefore, suspicious 
symptoms such as those described 
appear, one should not waste time 
in self diagnosis and treatment.

GERMAN FINANSE REFORM PLAN 


Cabinet Empowers States to Draw 
Up Gwn Budgets. 

BERLIN, Aug. 22.—First steps 
to bring order into the state and 
municipal finances of the Reich 
were taken by the Cabinet today. 
It drew up a clause empowering 
the Governments of the German 
states and municipalities to put 
into effect measures to set their 
budgets in order as soon as pos- 
sible. The provision, which is sub- 
ject to the approval of President 
von Hindenburg, was announced as 
preliminary to a more complete 
program. It will cut a number of 
legal knots which have handicapped 
action and enable drastic economic 
reforms to get under way immedi- 
ately. 

The Cabinet expects to have a@ 
full “reform” program ready by 
Oct. 1. It will be left to the indi- 
vidual governments to decide what 
steps are necessary to balance and 
safeguard their budgets. It is the 
Cabinet's hope that the latitude 
granted in the new order will serve 
to establish a permanent budget 
equilibrium throughout the coun- 
try.

BRITISH NOTE EMPHASIZES 
BUDGETARY LIMIT ON ARMS 


Communication to League Gives Details of 
Expenditure by London Government on 
Army, Navy and Aviation. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Aug. 22. — Disarma- 


ment by limitation of budgetary 
expenditures for military purposes 
was stressed in a note from the 
British Government to, the League 
of Nations, published today as a 
preliminary to the 1932 disarma- 
ment conference. The official sum- 


mary calls attention to the limita- 
tion of the memorandum to facts 
and figures and says “unlike the 
recent memorandum of the French 
Government it contains no discus- 
sion of policy.” 

The summary notes that nearly 
half of the memorandum has been 
devoted to financial phases of mil- 
itary matters and says “the detail 
and care with which these finan- 
cial returns have been compiled 
shows the importance which his 
majesty’s Government in the Unit- 


ed Kingdom attaches to the prin- 


ciple of budgetary control as an 
instrument of disarmament.” 

The memorandum is in five sec- 
tions and was sent to Geneva in 
answer to a recent resolution of 


the Council of the League of Na- 
tions asking for returns on the mil- 
itary, naval and air forces of in- 
terested nations. 

The French memorandum, made 
public nearly a month ago, stressed 
the thesis that further disarma- 
ment was unfeasible without po- 
litical moves. 

The first section of the British 
note relates to the personnel of 
military forces; the second to ma- 
terials; the third to naval arma- 
ments; the fourth to air forces, 
with a footnote that the dirigible 
R-100 is not only for military pur- 
poses but for experimenting in ci- 


villian flight; and the fourth to, 


financial phases of military works. 

The last section lists the total 
naval, military and air expendi- 
ture at $540,000,000, of which al- 
most $250,000,000 relates to naval 
expenditure.

detail, the summary says, s0 as to 
make it possible for the man in 
the street as well as the expert to 
know the exact manner in which 
the naval, military and air budgets 
of Great Britain are expended.

Submarine’ Drifts All Day on 
Edge of Pack as Engineers 
Make Repairs.

ABOARD THE SUBMARINE 
NAUTILUS, Aug. 21.—(By Radio.) 
—Something happened again today 
to prevent us from beginning the 
diving experiments with the Nauti- 
lus. We had Moped yesterday, 
after drifiing back to the south 
with the ice pack, that today we 
would be able to put the steep ship 
under the surface of the Arctic Sea 
and make tests which would deter- 
mine our future course. 

Today it was a balky valve in 
the exhaust system which is used 
when the boat is submerged. It 
kept the engineering force busy all 
day, and it was night before the 
repairs were completed. 

The weath is not so pleasant 
either. There were fogs and snow- 
squalls all day, and they envelop 
us as we continue to drift near the 
edge of the Arctic ice pack. 

The ice is quite heavy and the 
great beds of it carry us along. A 
strong easterly breeze keeps on 
beating up whitecaps. 

At 7 o’clock tonight the seas are 
heavy and the wind is covering the 
ship with splashing water. | 

Our engineers have promised wus 
that tomorrow they will be al!

PRAISES WORK | 
OF LAST WINTER 


Quotes Surgeon-General of 
Health Service on Decline 
in Mortality Compared 
With Previous Years.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Presi- 


dent Hoover and his new director 
of unemployment relief, Walter S. 
Gifford, president of the Ameriacn 
Telephone and Telegrah Co., left 
here for Rapidan Camp shortly be- 


fore noon today tor a series of con- 
ferences over the week-end. 

Before leaving, Mr. Hoover and 
Director Gifford posed for pictures 
on the south grounds of the White 
House. A light rain was falling, 
but the two stood bareheaded while 
photographers recorded the meet- 
ing. 

Fred C. Croxton, the President's 
choice for assistant director of 
relief activities, will join the 
President and Gifford at the camp 
later today. 

Only Gifford was in the car with 
the President when he left the 
White House. Mrs. Hoover went 
to the camp earlier. 

The President expects to return 
to the White House about noon 
Monday. 

' §2 Accept Appointments, 

Of 60 men and women asked to 
serve with Gifford, as an advi- 
sory committee, 52 accepted the 
invitation yesterday, two declined 
on account of illness and six had 
not been heard from, Mr. Hoover 
expects to add to the list several 
from several sections of the Ccoun- 
try not now represented. 

Responses to his invitation to 
serve with Gifford were described 
by President Hoover yesterday as 
being “‘splendid.”” Many communi- 
cations from public officials and 
voluntary organizations are being 
received, he said, indicating much 
organization and planning now in 
progress fo. relief work. 

Mr. Hoover said that he could 
not “speak too highly” of the re- 
sults obtained by various organiza- 
tions and committees last winter 
and that public health figures 
showed the work had been success- 
ful. 

“T have had some years of expe- 
rience in dealing with problems of 
distress and relief, as some of you 
know,” he said, “and we have al- 
ways tested the efficacy of relief 
by the reflex in public health. I 
therefore made inquiry of Surgeon- 
General Cumming as to the state 
of public health over this last win- 
a.” 


Comparative Health Statistics. 

Cumming’s reply, he said, showed 
that the death and sickness rates 
were lower last winter than in 
either 1928 or 1929, and that the 
infant mortality rate for the first 
five months of 1931 was less than 
for 1928. 

The President said that relative 
statistics on communicable diseases 
had been taken into consideration. 

In accepting the President’s in- 
vitation to serve on the advisory 
committee, William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation 
of Labor, said: “I esteem it both a 
privilege and a public duty to serve 
as you have requested.” 

John E. Edgerton, president of 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, telegraphed: “In re- 
sponse to your telegraphic advice, 
I accept responsibility of serving 
on the National Advisory Commit- 
tee under highly qualified leader- 
ship of Mr. Gifford. I do so with 
most earnest desire to be of what 
help I can to you ant? him in this 
worthy and timely effert.” 

K. of C. Leader Replies. 

Martin A. Carmody, supreme 
knight, Knights of Columbus, re- 
plied as follows: 

“Personally and for the Knights 
of Columbus, I am pleased to ac- 
cept appointment and serve loyally 
my President in his earnest en- 
deavors to aid unemployed and al- 
leviate suffering.

Difficulty of obtaining informa 
tion from Gibara prevented knowl 
edge as to the result of the latest 
engagement. The foregin legion, 
made up of Americans, Japanese. 
French and Germans, is reported 
to have renewed activity against 
Government forces in the moun 
tain ranges outside Gibara. 

It is thought insurgent sympa: 
thizers are awaiting further news 
from Gibara and from other expe- 
ditions, said to be planning em- 
barkation at ports in the eastern 
section of the island before deciding 
on their next move. 

Gibara has begun efforts at re 
habilitation after being subjected to 
heavy bombing by Government air- 
planes for 75 hours preceding its 
evacuation by the rebels. 3 
Scant information is availablo-as 
to the little group of rebels that 
held a railroad tunnel outside Gi- 
bara for many hours after the city 
was occupied by Government 
trops, and engaged Federal troops 
in brief skirmishes yesterday. 
Havana police continued their 
house-to-house search for arms, 
thought to have been segregated by 
rebels in preparation for an attack 
within the capital city. 
Three bombs were exploded in 
downtown Havana _ shortly after 
midnight. Damage was confined 
to city pavements. Heavy forces 
guard the city.

The fire that burned two other 
mining villages, Quartzburg and 
Granite Creek, Thursday, was 
fought off the edge of Placerville 
for eight hours last night until the

Sweeping away from Placerville, 
the flames were carried toward 
Garden Valley. However, within 
three miles of Garden Valley the 
wind turned again and began blow- 
ing from the north. 

On those lines the fire was held 
as daylight came today after the 
cool hours of the night had quieted 
the flames. 
ville said residents, all of whom 
of the town, were optimistic the 
place would be saved.

| Prosecutor Says She Recalls In-

Further complications in the 
almost-untangled affairs of Mrs. 
Grace Caroline Thomasson and her 
wealthy aged husband, Hugh, arose 
yesterday, when Assistant Circuit 
Attorney James E. McLaughlin in- 
terviewed a witness in the Thom- 
asson case at Centralia, IIL 

McLaughlin came into the case 
10 days ago, when Mrs. Thomas- 
son applied for warrants charging 
forgery against Conrad E. Freder- 
rick, her former friend and chauf- 
feur, alleging that deeds he had 
filed. purporting to convey most of 
the Thomassons’ property to him 
bore her forged signature. 

The deeds had been acknowl- 
edged by a Centralia Notary Pub- 
lic, Miss Gertrude L. Watson, who 
said upon being questioned that she 
did not recal] the transaction. Yes- 
terday, after being questioned by 
McLaughlin, Miss Watson changed 
her story. 

She said, the Assistant Circuit 
Attorney declared, that she remem- 
bered the transaction, but had con- 
cealed the fact when questioned 
the first time becasue a newspa- 
per reporter was present. 

Miss Watson, who has been a 
Notary for more than 16 years, 
said Frederick came to her office 
some time ago—she does not re- 
member the date—bearing two 
blank deeds which she filled out 
at his request. She kept the deeds 
over night, she said, and the next 
morning turned them over.to a rep- 
resentative of Frederick. 

Someone was with Frederick at 
the time, Miss Watson said, but 
who it.was she is unable to reca }l. 
She also said she could not re- 
member the name of the person 
to whom the deeds were delivere:l. 

While he was in Centralia, which 
is Frederick's home, McLaughlin 
made an effort to talk with the 
man but was unsuccessful. He 
drove to the home of Frederich’'s 
parents last night, and with a po- 
liceman, walked up to the door. 
Immediately all lights in the house 
were switched off. and whi:e the 
officer was knocking at the latched 
screen door, someone came cown- 
stairs and locked the inside door. 

Earlier, at McLaughlin’s request, 
a policeman had called at the 
Frederick home and asked for Con- 
rad. He was told Frederick had 
been in St. Louis for the last four 
months. 

“He was here Saturday and £un- 
day and Monday,” the officer re- 
torted, “and he was here last 
night.” “Yes,” he was told, “but 
he left town this morning.” 

The Thomassons’ marital and fi- 
nancial affairs, which had in- 
volved the attentions of 32 lawyers, 
were almost smoothed over Aug. 6 
when the allegedly forged deeds 
were filed. Lawyers who had per- 
sisted in maintaining Thomasson’s 
annulment suit, although he had 
signed letters ordering dismissal, 
withdrew from the case. Other 
lawyers entered appearances in the 
annulment litigation and then dis- 
missed it. 

Thomasson and his wife put their 
property in trust, placing a $1235,- 
000 mortgage on one parcel to pay 
lawyers and debts and provide 
money for living expenses. The 
lawyers were to divide about $75,- 
000. 

The deeds afforded a temporary 
hitch in the plans to end the

A Defense of France. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N your recent editorial, entitled “A 


Modern Miracle,” you severely criticise 
France for demanding from Germany 
payment of reparation debts. Why you 
should criticise France and not America 
is a wonder to me. Isn't America as- 
suming the identical attitude that France 
does toward Germany and the Allies? 
Isn’t America relentlessly bent on exact- 
ing every cent that Germany and the 
Allies owe her? 

America lent only money, and her in- 
dustry, her commerce, her mines, re- 
mained intact—and she made a fabulous 
profit during the war; whereas France, 
fighting not only for her life but for the 
civilization of the world, had her com- 
merce disrupted, her factories razed and 
her mines flooded by Germany, which 
sought to annihilate her economically. 

Isn’t France justified in claiming pay- 
ments for such destruction and damage? 
Wouldn't America demand, if she were 
in the position of France, exactly what 
France demands? Most certainly she 
would. But of course, America was not 
hurt, America did not suffer and, there- 
fore, she does not understand France. 

France is not that selfish nation which 
you delight in describing; she has shown 
her former foes greater generosity than 
America ever did. On various occasions, 
since 1924, she lent Germany, Austria 
and other former enemies hundreds of 
millions of dollars and she never broad- 
cast this news to the whole world as 
America did when President Hoover pro- 
posed his now famous moratorium. 

No. France is a generous, righteons 
and peace-loving nation. She is to be 
admired for what she is. The present 
American generation, I venture to say. 
is selfish, unfair, conceited, jingoistic 
and parochial, 

America raised her tariff to such an 
extent that it virtually precluded the im- 
portation of foreign goods. This was per- 
fectly right and just because it suited 
(?) her interests; but when foreign coun- 
tries retaliated, then, of course, she re- 
sented their measures and loudly’ ex- 
pressed her indignation. 

America, without a single enemy at 
any of her borders, spends i7 cents of 


clamors for preparedness, etc. France. 


with a hereditary enemy at her very 
door, is vehemently criticised for keep- 
ing an army to defend her against an- 
other attack and invasion. 

American bankers, who invested bil- 
lions of dollars in Germany, forced upon 
President Hoover the idea of a moratori- 
um in order to save their huge invest- 
ments. Must France lose some hundred 
million dollars because American capital- 
ists want to protect their money in Ger- 
many? And, incidentally, is this mora- 
torilum a manifestation of some lofty 
altruism or of plain selfishness? 

It is high time that America ceased 
shouting: “America ueber alles.” Let us 
be reasonable, logical and broad-minded.

There was nobody, except the driver, in the first 
car. Constable ‘Neu was approaching the standing car 
when someone in that car shot the officer twice, 
both bullets entering the shoulder. Meantime, the 
driver of the first car had backed his car to the 
second car and, leaping out, thrust his gun into the 
face of the fallen officer and shot him to death. Then 
they all climbed into the first car and roared away. 
The brutal ferocity. of the miirder was shocking, 
committed, seemingly, for the sheer lust of killing. 
Speculation did not immediately associate the 
murder with the mail robbery, but evengs, moving 
fast, removed the continuity of the two crimes from 
the realm of deduction and fixed the sequence in 
the perverted logic of criminal reasoning. 
The mail robbers, on April 2, had used a Cadillac 
car, as the driver of the mail truck observed; he 
also noted the number of the license plate. The 
second car, abandoned by the murderers of Constable 
Neu on the night of April 3, was a Cadillac. It 
bore no license plates, but it fitted the description of 
the car used in the mail robbery. It was identified 
next day by its owner as a car stolen a week earlier. 
On April 19, postoffice inspectors, through infor- 
mation from a broker detected in trying to sell some 
of the bonds stolen in the mail robbery, raided 
the home of “Whitey” Doering, an Egan gangster, 
where they found a great part of the loot. Other 
Egan gangsters were arrested, but there was no evi- 
dence against any of them except Doering and a 
“pal” who was caught with him in the raid. 
But the evidence necessary to show that the mai 
robbers had murdered Constable Neu was founda 
early in May, 4 month or so after the murder. It 
was the license plate borne by the mail robbery 
Cadillac and missing from the murder Cadillac. That 
license plate was found by a bather in the Meramec. 
It was picked up near the bridge which carries the 
Gravois road across the river at Fenton, about nine 
miles west of the scene of the murder. The plate 
was turned into the Sheriff's office by a deputy with 
a detailed report, including the fact, ascertained from 
the St. Louis police, that it was the plate carried by 
the mail robbery car. 
Such was the evidence, then, in possession of the 
County Sheriff’s office within a month or so follow- 
ing the crimes. The mail robbers and the murderers 


That Murder on Gravois Road : 


The murder of Deputy Constable Edward P. Neu 
on the Gravois road on the night of April 3, 1923, 
was, shortly afterward, entered in the records of 
the Sheriff's office of St. Louis County as an 
“unsolved crime”; it has so been carried all these 
years. In the light of the facts and circumstances 
presented by the Post-Dispatch on July 30, that 
“unsolved crime” could have been quickly solved, and 


the murderers brought to prompt justice, if the

house had been raided and a part of the securities 
stolen in the mail robbery had been recovered. And 


same Cadillac*car, and since murder is as routine 
an item in the day’s work of the gangster as robbery 
is, the evidence, circumstantial and concrete, laid the 
county crime at the Egan gang’s door. 
This evidence against the murderers of Constable 
Neu was all within reach of Sheriff Willmann’s 
office 18 months before gangster Renard’s confession, 
which enabled the Government to convict the Egan 
gangsters of the robbery. 
Renard, as a Government witness in the mail 
robbery trial, told how on the night following the 
robbery he had driven two members of the gang, Roy 
Tipton and “Dizzy” Daniels, to the homie of Max 
Simonson, an ex-convict and a fence, known to the 
police as “Maxie the Tailor,” at Fenton, where the 
stolen securities and the Cadillac car used in the mail 
robbery had been left. They left Simonson’s, he 
(Renard) alone in his car, leading the way, the 
others following in the robber Cadillac. The gang 
wanted a safer place than Simonson’s for the loot 
and they wanted badly to get rid of the robber car. 
That is why they were speeding along Gravois when 
stopped by Constable Neu, and that is why they 
could take no chance on being arrested on the minor 
charge of speeding. They presumably had the stolen 
securities on them, and they were driving, without 
a license plate, the car used the day before in the 
mail robbery. 
Renard, according to his story as a Government 
witness, drove ahead of Tipton and Daniels to the 
city limits and waited for them there. But when 
30 minutes or three-quarters of an hour passed and the 
Cadillac did not appear, he drove back on Gravois, he 
says, and saw it surrounded by a crowd. Fearing 
arrest, he said, he turned around and “beat it.” 
Eye-witnesses of the murder tell a different story. 
They have said, and still say, that the first of the 
two speeding cars stopped when Constable Neu 
stopped the Cadillac, that the driver of the first 
backed to the Cadillac, fired the shot that killed the 
officer and they all made their escape in the first 
car. 7 
Max Simonson, when the postoffice inspectors 
went after him, confirmed all that Renard said as 
to the occurrences at his home and the departure of 
the two cars. Now the spot where the tell-tale 
license plate was picked up by the bather was only 
a stone’s throw from Simonson’s home. The slight- 
est inquiry in the vicinity would have discovered 
that rogue to the Sheriff; and ordinary police work 
then would have given the county authorities the 
information the postoffice inspectors got from him 
nearly two years later—the identity of the mail 
robbers, the murderers of Constable Neu! But 
the Sheriff’s office not only made no inquiry after 
securing the license plate, but made no report of 
the highly significant find to the  postoffice 
inspectors. 
The mail robbers are paying for that crime. The 
murderers of Constable Neu have gone scot free. 
Sheriff Willmann is dead, but the lethargy of his 
office, with the evidence and incentive it had to 
bring the murderers to justice, remains a stigma on 
the county which ought to be removed. It can, in our 
opinion, be removed. Prosecuting Attorney Castlen 
has a great opportunity to redeem the county and 
properly avenge the murdered officer. He says he 
will reopen the case. To do so is more than an

RENO AND THE JUNGLE. 

We should like to file an exception to the new re- 
mark of the new Bishop of Reno that that town is one 
step ahead of the jungle. That is unfair to the 
jungle and its denizens. In the jungle, animals fre 
quently mate for life and, when they do not, they 
violate no troth and break no vows. They co-operate 
in selecting lairs, digging holes or building nests. 
For the most part, they unite in affectionate consid- 
eration for their young, guarding them until they are 
able to fend for themselves. Unlike the transient 
population of Reno, they do not quarrel, backbite 
and beat each other. “Mental cruelty” and “general 
indignities” are unknown. There is- nothing com- 
parable in the jungle to the recent Reno spectacle 
of one young man with a pistol chasing another young 
man down the street because of the latter’s friend- 
ship with the former’s wife. Perjury, bribery, collu- 
sion and deceit are unknown among the animals. 
The Bishop, in short, has libeled the jungle and 
owes it an apology. 
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EMERGENCY RELIEF FIRST. 
The report of the Community Fund showing how 
the money is divided among various agencies for 
the current year states that 27.6 per cent is allotted 
to “character building and citizenship.” The largest 
allotment, 29.8 per cent, is for the “sick and handi- 
capped.” Below both of these is the allotment for 
“relief and family service,” which we assume 
embraces all expenditures for food, shelter, fuel and 
clothing for destitute persons. This allotment is 
only 26 per cent. 
With due respect to the judgment of the citizens 
charged with the distribution of the dollars of the 
fund, we suggest that a drastic change be made in 
the allotments for the coming year and as much 
change as possible for the remaining months of this 
year. We suggest and urge that the funds ordinarily 
used in character building and citizenship, in what 
is commonly called “uplift,” be added to the funds 
devoted to relief in this period of unemployment 
and widespread destitution. 
Unless there is a rapid change for the better in 
economic conditions, the coming winter will be the 
worst of any during the depression. Conditions now 
in industry and commerce are worse than ever. 
Among leaders who have studied the situation, there 
is little or no expectation of improvement. : 
We are faced with an emergency little less press- 
ing than a war emergency. The welfare, even the 
lives, of millions of unemployed wage earners is at 
stake. These millions will starve or die of exposure 
if they are not supplied with the bare necessaries of 
life. They must be given food, shelter, clothing, 
fuel, if they are to survive, if we are to be saved 
from the consequences that must inevitably flow 
from the destitution of millions in a land of plenty. 
There is universal demand for funds to supply 
necessaries of life to millions. President Hoover is 
selecting a national committee to direct national 
relief. Relief organizations are being formed 
throughout the country to obtain money and dis- 
tribute supplies. The need is imperative. Every

If St. Louisans 
with means are to take care of their own unemployed 
and destitute and do their share of emergency relief 
work, not a dollar can be spared for lesser objects. 
We should be concentrating on ways and means for 
that paramount task now. 
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KEEPING TRAFFIC TO THE RIGHT. 

Teaching auto drivers to keep to the right, which 
the police motor cycle squad just now is trying to 
do, will speed traffic movement and reduce accidents 
if the motorists learn their lesson.’ A few warnings 
should be enough to remind the slow driver who 
crawls along in the middle of the street that the 
lane nearest the curb is the place for him. Traffic 
laggards who hog the center of the thoroughfare 
cause many delays and accidents for other drivers. 
If other drivers seek to pass on the left, they may ' 
find another car heading toward them, or they may 
be arrested for crossing the white line that divides 
the street. Passing on the right is a traffic viola- 
tion, and may result in sideswiping or a rear-end 
collision. The dangerous in-and-out driver, who 
zigzags around slower cars, will disappear if this 
campaign is effective. On drivers of trucks and 
busses, the lesson needs particularly to be impressed. 
When their bulky vehicles trundle along the middle 
of the street, as so many of them do, traffic crawls 
behind them for blocks. Traffic will get somewhere, 
and with safety, when cars in the inner lanes travel 
at the 30-mile speed limit and slower vehicles keep 
to the right. 
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THOSE “UNITED STATES” BANKS. 

Among recent bank failures was that of the United 
States National Bank, of Los Angeles. This deposi- 
tory, which maintained eight branches in the city 
of Los Angeles, had resources of more than $13,- 
000,000 and was capitalized at $1,000,000. All the 
warning patrons had—which was no warning at all 
—was a notice in the window one morning saying: 
“Closed by order of the Board of Directors. The 
national bank examiner has taken charge.” As in 
the case of the Bank of United States, whose 
scandal still rocks New York City, many patrons 
of the Los Angeles bank deposited their savings 
with it largely because of its name. Untrained in 
the details of the American banking system, they 
felt their deposits safe because the bank's name gave

Only a limited number of citizens can use city’s recreational facilities, due to inade- 
quacy; recent contest shows smaller centers surpass St. Louis by far in accomplish- 
ments; conditions of machine age require broader scope for play; more money and 
co-ordinated planning needed here to enhance welfare of people in this field. 


recreation program in St. Louis, cities 

of less population and wealth, but larger 
spirit of accomplishment, far surpass us in 
the matter of planning and the increasing 
of play facilities to meet community needs, 
while at the same time making beautiful 
the surroundings of play. Vision, planning 
and accomplishment are three things neces- 
sary to broadening the scope of recreation 
services to meet the requirements of a met- 
ropolitan area of the size and importance 
of St. Louis. A fourth necessary ingredient 
is money in sufficient quantity to make the 
enlarged program possible. 

In any contest of national proportions 
looking to the selecting of the community 
which is forging ahead in the matter of 
play facilities and service, St. Louis is not 
in the running. While other cities are ris- 
ing to the demand of the times and en- 
deavoring to fit a program to the need of 
their fields, we of St. Louis are forced to 
make the program fit an inadequate pocket- 
book. Hence, recreation here lags and the 
community is denied its right to play and 
recreate in the open, save in a limited way 
that can meet the need of only a limited 
number of our citizens. 

Such a contest was recently staged by the 
American City, a national magazine devoted 
to municipal affairs. The judging was 
based on statements of plans and accom- 
plishments in various cities submitted by 
superintendents of recreation on “The best 
playground idea carried out in 1930.” L. 
H. Weir, an official of the National Recrea- 
tion Association, selected from the entries 
the two most outstanding cities where vi- 
sion and achievement had produced the 
most idea] in playground programs. 

Among the cities of 50,000 population 
and over, Reading, Pa. was selected for 
“presenting the most outstanding and far- 
reaching ‘idea’ in that it represents gen- 
eral advancement in planning, increasing

facilities, broadening the scope of recrea- 
tion services and securing very effective co- 
operation among public and private agen- 
cies.”’ 

The other “first” city chosen was Laurel, 
Miss., in the class of cities under 50,000, 
selected “for its idea of combining beauty 
with facilities for active recreation in all 
its park and recreation areas.” This thriv- 
ing little Dixie city of 18,000 inhabitants 
has 12 recreation areas serving different 
sections of the city as a whole. In all the 
areas, the national beauty of topography 
and plant life is preserved, and enhanced 
wherever possible by the skill of the land- 
scape artist. At the same time, full pro- 
vision is made for suitable recreation for 
children, youth and adults. : 

Several other cities, East and West, North 
and South, both larger and smaller than the 
ones named, won honorable mention for 
playground ideas carried out and put into 
practical use, Mr. Weir, in announcing the 
selections in the American City, says: 

“Few, if any. of our cities are yet ade- 
quately planned or equipped with the neces- 
sary play and recreation facilities, or have 
broadened their programs sufficiently or 
developed the teamwork among the several 
public and private agencies to grapple ade- 
quately with the ever-increasing demands 
of the new leisure arising out of a machine 
age.” 

The Park and Playground Association of 
St. Louis has advocated over and over again 
the setting up of a program of recreation to 
meet the need of our rapidly expanding 
metropolitan area, to include proper plan- 
ning, the increase of play space and facill- 
ties, adequate equipment, trained leadership 
and ai unified administration. Realized, 
this program would bring St. Louis to the 
forefront among cities of larger popula- 
tions in recreation achievement, and, best 
of all, contribute to the happiness and wel- 
ware of all the people.

CHILEAN TARIFF INCREASES 


Government Wants More Revenue 
and Added Protection, 


SANTIAGO, Chile, Aug. 22.—The 
Government yesterday sent to Con- 
gzress a bill increasing many tariff 
duties. Rates now in effect have 
failed to provide the expected reve- 
nue and national industries need 
further protection, the Government 
announced. 

The rate on gasoline imported in 
tankships is doubled in the bill and 
on gasoline in drums is increased 
65 per cent. On automobile chassis, 
the duty is tripled, and on rubber 
tires and rice it is doubled. Other 
products affected are thread, elec- 
tric lamps, typewriters and adding 
machines. Most’ of the imports 
which would be affected by the 
increases come from the United 
States; England and Germany.

L-C.0. DISMISSES 
COMPLAINTS ON 
EXPRESS RATES 


Upholds Construction of 
Schedules but Suggests 
Change in Computation 
of Air Line Distances.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22. — The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
today dismissed a group of com- 
plaints against rates charged by 
the Railway Express Agency. 

One of the complaints,. filed by 
the New York Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation, was against the method 
used by the:express company in 
computing rates according to dis- 
tance. 

The Omaha Chamber of Com- 
merce Traffic Bureau protested 
against rates between Greater Oma- 
ha and points in Iowa, Nebraska 
and Kansas. 

The Railroad Commissions of 
Minnesota, Nebraska, South Dako- 
ta, North Carolina and Mississippi 
and the Philadelphia and Lincoln 
(Neb.)

20 CENT COTTON 
OR BANKRUPTCY 
SAYS GOV. LONE 


That Price Must Be Estab- 
lished in Three Weeks, 
Louisiana Executive De- 
clares in Statement. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 22.— 


Twenty-cent cotton must prevail in 
the South in three weeks or bank- 
ruptcy will result to farmers and 
business, Gov. Long said in a state- 
ment toady which he issued as 
chairman of the steering commit- 
tee of the New Orleans cotton 
conference. 

“If the cotton growing states will 
act at once by absolutely prohibit- 
ing the planting of cotton for 1932 
as recommended by the cotton con- 


ference held in New Orleans yes- 
terday,” the Gevernor said, “the 
farmers will get the benefit of the 
best price for the biggest crop they 
have ever raised. If they will not 
do this, then we have nothing but 
calamity for the cotton farmer. 
“Taw as Good as Passed.” 

“Louisiana can be counted on as 
having as good as passed the law 
already. Prior to the adoption of 
the plan, a large majority of the 
members of the Louisiana House 
and Senate voluntarily indorsed the 
plan, and I am prepared to call the 
Legislature together within a few 
hours after the bill is written and 
looked over, and within four days 
secure the enactment of legislation 
prohibiting the planting of cotton 
in Louisiana for the year 1932, pro- 
vided similar action is to be taken 
na sufficient number of other 
states. 

“Any amendment or modifica- 
tion of the plan will be fatal. It 
must be an entire 100 per cent pro- 
hibition against cotton planting for 
1932 or nothing. ... I urge every 
county in the cotton growing states 
to immediately hold meetings and 
call upon their legislators and their 
Governors to adopt this plan.... 
It is up to the Governors and legis- 
lators of the South whether we 
shall have 20-cent cotton in three 
weeks or bankruptcy.” 

How Governors Stand. 

The conference yesterday of 
Governors, their representatives 
and representatives of the cotton 
{industry named the Louisiana Gov- 
ernor chairman of a committee to 
promote the cotton prohibition plan 
“nd authorized him to appoint oth- 
er members. The committee will 
urge legislative action. 

In addition to the elimination of 
a 1932 cotton crop, the conference 
approved a suggestion that the 
Farm Board buy 8,000,000 bales of 
cotton above the market price and 
hold it under farmere’ OrJers for 
allocation to states that proricit 
planting. This resolution was in- 
troduced by United States Senator 
Caraway of Arkansas. 

Gov. Long said he would call the 
Louisiana Legislature into sesrion. 
Gov. Blackwood of South Carolina, 
a supporter of the movement, said 
he would do likewise if the South- 
ern States acted in unison. 

Gov. Russell of Georgia declared 
against an extra session. 


Purchase of 8,000,000 Bales Would 
Cost $320,000,000. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Chair- 
man Stone of the Farm Board said 
today the board favored “any 
sound, workable plan” of adjust- 
ing cotton production to consump- 
tion and reducing the surplus. 

He declined, however, to com- 
ment on the plans favored by the 
New Orleans Cotton Conference. 

The purchase of 8,000,000 bales 
of cotton at 8 cents a pound would 
entall an expenditure of $320,000,- 
000. The board was given $500,- 
000,000 by Congress. Approximate- 
ly $105,000,000 has been invested 
in the purchase of 1,300,000 bales 
in price-stabilization operations. 
Considerably more is invested in 
wheat purchases, and other mil- 
lions have been advanced to co- 
operatives. On July 1 the board 
had approximately $200,000,000 in 
its treasury. 


Texas Senator Telegraphs Board to 
Anhounce Holding Policy.

MARLIN, Tex., Aug. 22.—United 
States Senator Connally has tele- 
graphed the Federal Farm Board 
requesting it to “act now to save 
the cotton farmer” by.announcing 
it will not market stocks of cotton 
held by the board or under its 
plans of financing until July 1, 
1932, or 1933. 

“action later will destroy his 
faith in the board created to serve 
him,” the Texas Senator declared.

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All But 11-Localities of Concentrated Popula- 
tion, 150 Persons to Square Mile, 
Are Announced. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The 
95 nuclei of this country’s popula- 
tion, the “metropolitan areas’”’ 
formed by the Census Bureau and 
Chambers of Commerce, will be 
completed next week. Eighty-four 
already have been announced by 
local Chambers of Commerce. The 
remaining 11 will be sent speedily 
from Washington for such an- 
nouncement, Census Director Steu- 
art said yesterday. 

Concentrating all areas about 
large cities with a population den- 
sity of 150 persons per square mile, 
the “metropolitan areas” map has 
amalgamated some hitherto rival 
cities, and has compelled them to 
share hyphenated honors. For in- 
stance, New York-Northern New 
Jersey becomes one vast metro- 
politan area and, alphabetically, 
an Oaklanhd-San Francisco area 
comes into being. 

“Our purpose is to picture the 
concentrated population, and not 
to include farm area interspersed 
with villages,” explained C. E, 
Batschelet, census geographer. 
“We have segregated all popula- 
tion centers of 100,000 or more, 
having as a nucteus a city of 60,- 
000 or more. 

“The 150 persons per square mile 
rule makes such areas self-limit- 
ing. As soon as the population 
falls, the city ends. Where areas 
of.such density overlap, they have 
to be considered all one area. If 
two cities of more than 100,000

population are included, the area 
takes the name of both, hyphenat- 
ed and listed alphabetically. If a 
very large city thus takes in much 
smaller cities, the area takes the 
name of the large city.” 

Los Angeles, Philadelphia and 
Detroit he named as three cities so 
outstanding as to give their names 
to tie entire area about them, 
though Pontiac, Mich., made some 
demur about being lumped with 
Detroit. Oakland, Cal., also ob- 
jected to being merged with San 
Francisco, but when it was pointed 
out she would be ranked as co- 
equal, all was serene again. 

Almost all the hyphenated cities, 
Batschillet said, could be broad- 
ly explained in terms of some wa- 
terway or bay, but he added that 
this country doesn't know its ge- 
ography well enough to be any- 
thing but befuddled by such desig- 
nations.

BRAZILIAN COFFEE 


25,000,000 Bushels of 
Farm Board Grain Ex- 
changed for 1,050,000 
Bags at Current Prices. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.-—- 
Through the action of the Farm 
Board, the United States Govern- 
ment yesterday egreed to ex- 
change 25,000,000 bushels of 
wheat held by the Board's Grain 
Stabilization Corporation, to the 
Brazilian Government for 1,050,- 
000 bags of coffee. 

The trade was based on the cur- 
rent market prices of the commod- 
ities, or about 60 cents a bushel 
for the wheat and 8% cents a 


pound for the coffee. 

None of the coffee is to be dis- 
posed of until the fall of 1932, and 
then in monthly allotments of 62,- 
500 bags to avoid unfavorable ef- 
fect to the coffee trade. A bag 
averages 132 pounds. 

The agreement was signed at the 
Brazilian Embassy by Ambassador 
de Lima of Brazil. George 8. Mil- 
nor, president of the Stabilization 
Corporation, previously had affixed 
his signature, 

Ready to Deal With China. 

Negotiations had been under 
way for several months, as both 
countries had hoped that through 
the disposal of a portion of their 
surplus commodities, prices to their 
respective growers might be im- 
proved . 

Announcement of the agreement 
was made almost simultaneously 
with one by President Hoover that 
the amount of wheat that might be 
sold by the board to the Chinese 
Government for flood relief was 
unlimited. The Nationalist Govern- 
ment had inquired if it might pur- 
chase on long-term credit 15, 000,- 
000 of the 200,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, held by the Stabilization 
Corporation in an effort to uphold 
prices of the grain. 

Although the Farm Board pre- 
viously had authorized the dis- 
posal of 35,000,000 bushels 
wheat in foreign markets, the Bra- 
zilian trade was the first of its 
kind. 

Chairman Stone pointed out that 
Brazil normally imports little 
wheat from the United States, but 
that this transaction would tend to 
{ -ther develop a North American 
grain mcrket in that South Ameri- 
can country. 

Details of the Exchange. 
For many years the Brazilian

Both Groups Oppose Ejight-Hour 
Work Limit in Hearing at 
Jefferson City.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 22. — 
Truck and bus operators of Mis- 
souri gave their views,yesterday to 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion on the new regulatory meas- 
ures to be established Sept. 14.

Glaucoma 


LAUCOMA is a fairly common 
eye discase, which if not 
promptly and properly treated 
usually leads to progressive loss of 
vision with ultimate blindness. 
The precise cause or causes of 
glaucoma are unknown. The dis- 
ease in essence is a disturbed rela- 
tion between the secretion and ex- 
cretion, i. e., production and re- 
moval of the fluids of the eye, 
with resulting tension or pressure 
within the eyeball. . 

In some forms of glaucoma the 
disease develops gradually, in oth- 
ers the onset is sudden. 

In the early stages there is a 
decline in the sharpness of vision. 
One sees as if through a fog. 
When looking at lights one sees @ 
ring of rainbow tints about them. 
Together with this change in 
vision there is a sense of dullness 
and pain in the head. The pupil 
may also be irregular in shape, 
oval instead of round and different 
in size from that of the other eye. 
Glaucoma is a disease of ad- 
vanced life, affecting those between 
40 and 70. Only rarely is it found 
affecting younger persons. Both 
eyes usually are involved. 

The. disease is found frequently 
among Jews. It appears rarely in 
healthy individuals, and more com- 
monly in those suffering from 
arterio-sclerosis, heart disease, 
chronic constipation and gout. 

Its onset appears to be prompted 
by insomnia, worry, improper diet 
and dissipations. 
Glaucoma requires immediate 
expert medical attention, for fail- 
ure to correct this condition may 
lead to partial or complete destruc- 
tion of the sensitive tissue of the 
eye (the retina). 

Most of the early symptoms of 
glaucoma are subjective. Only the 
sufferer knows whether he sees 
clearly or not, or if and how badly 
his head aches. 

When, therefore, suspicious 
symptoms such as those described 
appear, one should not waste time 
in self diagnosis and treatment. 
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
